ois democratid one, nft matter how weak. Because the CP I £ Ml) is bo 
completely wrong in its understanding of both the economy and the 
state* their revolutionary strategy ta combat this state is corr¬ 
espondingly flawed. It remains the task of Indian revolutionaries 
to develop an appropriate revolutionary strategy that can lead to 
victory* 

Since India is not semi-feudal it is wrong to gee the Lucian 
state as representing above all uhe domination of so-cal_ed "feu- 
13 el r| landowners in the countryside. The Congress is supposed to 
be the party of this landlord class. It is extremely difficult 
for any serious student of agrarian relatione to accept that this 
is the case in present-day India* But even in pre-Independence In 
-din p the Congress did not represent the class of dig* so-called 
11 feudal 11 landlords* This is what our first article aims to show*

OPERATION DEMOLITION! 

On the- morning of -July 23, 19&1. t the Maharashtra government un 
-expectedly comctfendM Opnrari- n Dem lition. In six h.-urs it ruth- 
1 5 in 1 y demolished 1BC0 kutcha huts housing roughly 1 □£ of Bombay's 
estimated 200,000 p-ivement-dwollerr.* .Most -if then .vor Imported to 
th^ir 'native places' by buses specially comm and tered for tSfis pu¬ 
rpose. Even pregnant women wera jut spared and at least one new¬ 
born b shy died i n t ran sit, a a v i ng ev i n t ^ d sc many so quick 1 y, Mr „ 
Antalay and his cohorts wore confid nt ,f rapidly completing the 
iteration* 

But the PtTCL (Peoples Ut. i un ■ f Civil Liberties) filed a peti¬ 
tion in the High Court against this oviotiun-turn-damn lition and 
obtained a stay ^rdcr temporari iy halting the operation* The state 
government and its supporters gave n number of .justifications for 
the ruthless exercise, all of which were false* S’me said these 
s t rue tores on the p are men t s We re an un hyge in i c ^eye so re rt an i1 w <sr&

A common fea^re of the nineteenth century was the struggles :f 
tenant farmers and small peasant r.rr.^riutors against the lBndlcrls 
which were successful on the w&plie in improving the lot of th*? for¬ 
mer.
